A Public Calamity. 

[From Lexington Gazette.] 

There is a striking lesson for the 
people of Kentucky in the demonstra- 
tion in the Republican Convention in 
Louisville on Wednesday over a rumor 
that certain men charged with the 
crime of murder had been pardoned. 

This murder was actually committed. 
There is no doubt whatever that Wil- 
liam Goebel was shot down on the 
Capitol Square and that he died from 
the wound. That the bullet that kill- 
ed him came from tie office of a Re- 
publican Secretary of State is also a 
matter beyond dispute. Every un- 
prejudiced person who has carefully 
followed these cases from beginning 
to end believes that th** overwhelming 
majority of jurors who have heard and 
passed upon the evidence has been cor- 
rect in the conclusion that the Republi- 
can official from whose office the fatal 
shot was fired was implicated in the 
conspiracy. 

The Gazette would do no man an in- 
justice. It would prefer to believe 
Caleb Powers innocent, but no action 
of a Republican Governor, no amount 
of applause in a Republican Conven- 
tion can remove the facts in the case. 
A representative convention of Repub- 
licans. a convention described by one 
of the Republican organs as ‘Hhe 
largest ard most representative gather- 
ing of Republicans in the history of 
Kentucky.” has shown that it does not 
condemn the blackest crime that stains 
Kentucky's rec'ird, but that it is pre- 
pared to hail those implicated in this 
crime as heroes and martyrs. 

We have heard recently much about 
lawlessness in Kentucky. Everybody 
will admit that there is t (0 little 
reverence in this State for the majesty 
of the law. We can not be surprised 
at the' outbreak of mobs or the vio- 
lence of individuals when it is possible 
for the representatives of a political 
party now in control of the State Gov- 
ernment to present the spectacle ex- 
hibited. in Louivislle on Wednesday. 
Men and a great party who have never 
expressed any condemnation of the 
crime, who have never turned their 
hands for the vindication of the law, 
b It on the contrary, have devoted all 
of their energies and all of their in- 
fl lence to a movement to help the 
criminals escape the just penalties of 
the law, now go mad with Joy at the 
prospect of the liberation of their 
heroes. 

The Gazette has no quarrel with any 
man who honestly believes these men 
are innocent and ought to be pardon- 
ed, but it is a matter of grave concern 
to the people of Kentucky that a mere 
rumor of a pardon should create such a 
scene in a political convention repre- 
sentative of a party organization in 
control of the State Government. It 
is final and conclusive evidence that 
the Reobulican party is responsible for 
the Goebel murder and for all of the 
efforts to prevent the punishment of 
the assassins. 

When a great political party thus as- 
sumes responsibility for a crime and 
deliberately uses alt of its power to 
shield the criminals, those who would 
maintain the law and inculcate in the 
citize&hip of Kentucky a respect for 
the majesty of the law must realize 
that they are confronted with an 
almost hopeless task. It is no', only a 
disgrace to the State, but a misfor- 
tune. the seriousness of which can not 



favor of such a measure. Mr. Williams 
made his request for action facetious- 
ly, be knew no Republican would come 
forward to the mourners bench, and 
repudiate the hide-bound partisanship 
that hangs like a pall over the delibe- 
rations of this Congress. He told 
them that : 

‘‘While the lamp holds out to bum.

But Mr. Williams’ prayer fell upon 
standpat ears, and not one Republican 
sinner of them all came forward to 
show that he really was for even this 
small measure of tariff reform, even to 
curb a trust that is plundering every 
newspaper publisher in the United 
States. 

How can the voters expect that 
‘‘after election” Republican Congiess 
men will be any mor.i willing to under- 
take the greater task of tackling hun- 
dreds of .rusts which are protected by 
the tariff when they refuse to take the 
tariff pap from this infant that is eat- 
ing up the substance of newspaper 
proprietors. Every Kepublicair Con- 
gressman is now on record as cither 
opposed to tariff reform, or afraid to 
disobey the orders or the standpat lead- 
ers who are wedded to tneir alliance 
with those trust magnates who furnish 
the main p^rt of the campaign funds 
that Keep the Republican party in 
power. 1 urn the rascals out and elect 
Democrats if you desire reform. 

A Little Analogy. 

The Supreme Court, in the Minneso- 
ta rate case, lays down a proposition 
which if applied to President Roose- 
velt, might make him squirm. It 
says: 

‘‘If the act which the Attroney-Gen- 
real seeks to enforce be a violation of 
the Federal Constitution, the officer, 
in proceeding under such enactment, 
comes into conflict w ith the superior 
authoritiy of that Constitution ; and he 
is in that case stripped of his official or' 
representative character, and is sub- 
jected in his person to the consequences 
of his individual conduct.” Where 
would Mr Roosevlt stand if this prin- 
ciple was applied to his conduct?

Consequently the weight of 
8ny body moving upon a sheet of ice 
causes the formation of a thin layer ot 
"■ater which separates It from the ice 
and thus, by reducing the friction to a 
minimum, enables it to move smoothly 
over the surface — i. e., makes the Ice 
more ‘'slippery.” On glass, on the con- 
trary, this liquid medium is wanting, 
so that the two solid and unyielding 
bodies come into actual physical con- 
tact. causing a friction which, in spite 
; of the smoothness of the glass, consid- 
j erabiy retards the motion of the body, 
j If two smooth sheets of glass be taken 
I and a few drops of water sprinkled 
over the one and the other placed 
above it. a thin layer of water wMII be 
I formed, and until Hiis layer has been 
: pressed out the upper glass will move 
1 on the other as smoothly ns If on ice 
j This peculiar property of ice is due to 
j the effect of pressure In lowering the 
! freezing point of water, so that when- 
\ ever ice is subjected to great pi"essure 
( it partially melts.
